Active  harvest  and  favorable  weather  drove  wheat  bids  lower,  despite  good  export 
demand  this  week..  Corn  and  soybean  bids  were  sharply  higher  for  the  week, 
supported  by  hot,  dry  Midwest  weather  and  reduced  ending  stocks  figure  for  both 
corn  and  bean.  Wheat  3  to  15  cents  lower.  Corn  1  to  8  cents  higher.  Sorghum  4 
to  7  cents  higher.  Soybeans  4  to  10  cents  higher.  Wheat  bids  were  pressured  by 
profit  taking  on  the  board  this  week  as  well  as  harvest  progress.  Kansas  yields, 
however,  are  showing  low  test  weights  and  some  disease  after  April  freeze  and  last 
months  heavy  rains.  Good  export  sales  this  week  limited  declines  with  Japan  the 
big  spender.  Hot,  dry  conditions  in  the  Midwest  this  week  pushed  corn  and  bean 
bids  sharply  higher.  USDA  released  lower  stocks  figures  this  week  for  94-95  corn 
and  bean  crops.  Active  fund  buying  on  the  board  offered  support  to  bids  but  the 
lack  of  new  export  demand  limited  upturns.

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All  Wheat  Production  Down  6  Percent 

Ml  wheat  production  for  1995  is  forecast  at  2.19  billion  bushels,  down  6  percent 
from  1994  to  the  lowest  level  since  1991.  Yields  are  expected  to  average  35.9 
Dushels  per  acre,  down  1.7  bushels  from  last  year.  Harvested  area,  at  61.0 
nillion,  is  1  percent  less  than  a  year  ago. 

Winter  wheat  production  is  forecast  at  1.53  billion  bushels,  down  5  percent  from 
the  June  forecast  and  8  percent  from  1994.  U.S.  yields  are  now  expected  to 
average  37.0  bushels  per  acre,  down  2.6  bushels  from  last  month  and  3.2  bushels 
from  last  year.  Area  for  grain  harvest  is  estimated  at  41.3  million  acres, 
unchanged  from  both  last  year  and  the  June  30  ''Acreage*'  report. 

Hard  Red  Winter  wheat  States  from  Nebraska  to  Texas  have  lower  yields  than  last 
month.  Kansas  and  Oklahoma  are  off  7  and  6  bushels,  respectively.  In  both  of 
these  States  large  numbers  of  heads  were  more  than  offset  by  record  low  head 
weights.  The  low  head  weights  are  from  a  combination  of  freeze  damage,  disease 
problems  (notably  rust)  and  weather  damage  to  ripe  wheat.  Prospects  for  improved 
yields  in  Montana,  Colorado,  and  South  Dakota  partially  offset  the  Central  Plains 
declines.  Both  Colorado  and  South  Dakota  have  record  high  head  counts. 

Major  Soft  Red  Winter  wheat  declines  occurred  in  Illinois  and  Missouri,  down  6  and 
5  bushels,  respectively.  Indiana  is  down  2  bushels,  but  a  very  good  yield  is 
expected  from  the  northern  portion  of  the  State.  Arkansas's  harvest  resulted  in 
better  than  expected  yields.  The  Illinois  -  Missouri  crops  have  relatively  high 
head  counts  but  head  weights  are  lower  than  average. 

White  winter  production  in  the  Pacific  Northwest  is  up  from  last  month.  Head 
counts  are  a  record  high  in  Idaho.  Washington  and  Oregon  are  up  4  and  5  bushels 
from  last  month.  Indicated  weight  per  head  is  at  or  near  record  levels  in  all  3 
States . 

Other  Spring  wheat  production  is  forecast  at  546  million  bushels,  down  3  percent 
from  1994.  Area  for  grain  harvest  is  16.4  million  acres,  down  7  percent  from  last 
year.  Yields  are  forecast  at  33.2  bushels  per  acre,  up  1.4  bushels  per  acre  from 
last  season.  The  expected  yields  are  higher  than  1994  in  all  States  except 
Colorado,  North  Dakota,  and  Oregon.  Crop  development  trails  average  in  nearly  all 
States;  North  Dakota  is  about  2  weeks  late. 

Minnesota's  forecasted  yield,  while  higher  than  last  year,  is  one  of  the  lowest 
July  forecasts  ever.  Record  high  temperatures  in  late  June  has  fostered  concern 
about  the  late  seeded  acres.  Montana  has  had  ample  moisture,  development  is 
paralleling  1993;  this  would  be  a  record  high  production.  Ten  days  of  90  degree 
temperatures  has  limited  tillering  potential  of  North  Dakota's  crop.  Utah's  early 
seeded  spring  wheat  is  in  very  good  condition.  Wyoming-' s  yields  are  at  record 
high  levels.

Agriculture,  responds  rapidly,  can  change  considerably  week  to  week,  and  indicates 
normal  conditions  at  the  beginning  ana  end  of  the  growing  season. 

Uses .  .  .applicable  in  measuring  the  short  term,  week-to-week,  status  of  dryness  or 
wetness  affecting  warm  season  crops  and  field  operations. 

Limi tations . . .may  not  be  applicable  to  germination  and  shallow  rooted  crops  which 
are  unable  to  extract  the  deep  or  subsoil  moisture  from  a  5-foot  profile,  or  for 
cool  season  crops  growing  when  temperatures  are  averaging  below  about  55  degrees 
Fahrenheit.  It  is  not  generally  indicative  of  the  long  term  (months,  years) 
drought  or  wet  spells  which  are  depicted  by  the  drought  severity  index. 

Drought  Severity 

Drought  severity  index  (Palmer):  Depicts  prolonged  (months,  years)  abnormal 
dryness  or  wetness;  responds  slowly;  changes  little  from  week  to  week;  and 
reflects  long  term  moisture  runoff,  recharge,  and  deep  percolation,  as  well  as 
evaportranspi ration. 

Uses ...  applicable  in  measuring  disruptive  effects  of  prolonged  dryness  or  wetness 
on  water  sensitive  economies;  designating  disaster  areas  of  drought  or  wetness  and 
reflecting  the  general  long-term  status  of  water  supplies  in  aquifers,  reservoirs, 
and  streams. 

Limi tations ... is  not  generally  indicative  of  short-term  (few  weeks)  status  of 
drought  or  wetness  such  as  frequently  affects  crops  and  field  operations  (this  is 
indicated  by  the  crop  moisture  index) . 

June  Weather  Summary: 

Rainfall  became  less  organized  across  the  Central  United  States,  allowing  most 
rivers  to  return  to  their  channels  by  mid-month.  Slightly  farther  south,  heavy 
rain  struck  Oklahoma  and  Kansas  twice  before  June  10,  and  again  on  June  23-24  and 
28-29,  hindering  winter  wheat  crop  development,  promoting  disease,  and  hampering 
harvest  activities.  Wet  weather  also  persisted  from  the  central  Appalachians  to 
Florida,  and  from  California  to  the  northern  and  central  Rockies.  In  contrast, 
drier-than-normal  weather  prevailed  in  the  western  and  central  Gulf  Coast  region, 
and  in  most  areas  from  the  western  Corn  Belt  to  New  England.  Little  or  no  rain 
fell  in  parts  of  the  Southwest. 

In  the  Great  Lakes  and  Northeastern  States,  a  mid-  to  late-month  heat  wave  broke 
numerous  records ,  and  pushed  monthly  temperatures  2  to  7  degrees  F  above  normal . 
Across  the  northern  Corn  Belt,  the  hot,  breezy  weather  dried  and  crusted  top 
soils,  but  showers  and  cooler  weather  returned  by  month's  end.  In  the  Southeast, 
where  temperatures  were  uniformly  near  normal,  conditions  varied  from  dry  and  warm 
in  the  central  Gulf  Coast  States,  to  wet  and  humid  in  the  southern  Middle  Atlantic 
region.  The  remnants  of  Hurricane  Allison  briefly  dumped  heavy  rain  from  western 
Florida  to  eastern  North  Carolina  on  June  5-6.  Farther  west,  areas  from  the 
Southwest  to  the  central  High  Plains  observed  abnormally  cool  weather  for  the 
third  consecutive  month,  as  temperatures  ranged  from  2-6  degrees  F  below  normal. 

On  June  8,  temperatures  dipped  below  freezing  in  Idaho's  Snake  River  Plain,  with 
a  June  record  noted  by  Pocatello  (28  degrees  F)  ,  and  a  record-late  last  freeze  by 
Boise  (31  degrees  F) .  Two  days  later,  2.1  inches  of  snow  blanketed  Casper,  WY. 
Meanwhile,  a  5-week  hot  spell  ended  in  the  Southeast,  buu  not  before  temperatures 
reached  101  degrees  F  in  Montgomery,  AL  and  100  degrees  F  in  Jacksonville,  FL  on 
June  10.  At  mid-month,  a  powerful  storm  struck  the  West,  delivering  out-pf-season 
precipitation  to  California,  including  0.66  inches  in  Fresno  and  0 . 60  inches  in 
Los  Angeles.  East  of  the  system,  warm,  dry  weather  overspread  the  central  Plains 
and  western  Corn  Belt,  ending  a  9-week  spell  of  excessively  cool,  wet  weather. 

Rainfall  intensified  over  the  Southeast  after  June  18,  resulting  in  local  flooding 
along  the  east  slopes  of  the  central  Appalachians  and  in  southern  Florida. 
Monthly  totals  included  10.18  inches  (319  percent  of  normal)  in  Roanoke,  VA  and 
20.25  inches  (220  percent  of  normal)  in  Miami,  FL. 

Heat  arrived  in  the  Great  Lakes  States  on  June  16,  where  International  Falls,  MN 
observed  its  first  of  seven  consecutive  daily  records,  including  all-time  highs 
of  99  degrees  F  on  June  17-18.  Marquette,  MI  notched  eight  daily  records  in  a  row 
(June  16-23)  en  route  to  a  record-warm  June  (66.3  degrees  F)  .  As  heat  spread 
eastward,  June  records  were  established  on  the  19th  in  Alpena,  MI  (103  degrees  F)  , 
Burlington,  VT  (100  degrees  F) ,  and  Muskegon,  MI  (98  degrees  F) . 

Toward  month's  end,  heat  overspread  the  West,  while  a  cool  airmass  swung  into  the 
North-Central  States.  The  month  ended  with  five  consecutive  daily-record  highs 
in  Quillayute,  WA,  including  92  degrees  F  on  June  28-29.  In  contrast,  the  last 
day  of  June  featured  daily-record  lows  in  locations  such  as  Great  Falls,  MT  (36 
degrees  F)  and  Williston,  ND  (34  degrees  F) . 


General  Crop  Comments: 
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Early  in  June,  rain  and  wet  field  conditions  left  row  crop  planting  behind 
schedule.  Spring  tillage  and  planting  were  slowed  by  rain  and  wet  fields  in  the 
Midwest,  southern  Great  Plains,  and  Delta  regions.  The  first  week  of  the  month 
had  fewer  than  3  days  suitable  for  fieldwork  in  Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa,  and 
Kansas . 

Early  in  the  month,  row-crop  planting  averaged  3  to  4  weeks  behind  schedule,  the 
latest  planting  progress  in  20  years.  Wet  conditions  for  June  accelerated  weed 
growth  and  restricted  weed  control  activities.  Rain  showers  in  the  Eastern  States 
brought  relief  from  dry  soil  conditions.  At  the  start  of  June,  corn  planting  was 
behind  the  average  due  to  wet  field  conditions  that  caused  some  farmers  to  plant 
around  wet  spots.  Soybean  planting  was  delayed  in  the  Midwest  as  producers 
concentrated  on  completing  corn  planting.  At  the  beginning  of  June,  heavy  rains 
in  the  Southeast  from  tropical  storm  Allison  limited  field  activities  but  improved 
soil  moisture  supplies  and  brought  an  end  to  the  drought  conditions.  Late-season 
crop  planting  proceeded  rapidly  in  the  Dakotas  where  possible,  but  showers  and  wet 
fields  left  planting  progress  well  behind  schedule.  Frequent  showers  in  the 
Midwest  caused  farmers  to  plant  around-the-clock  between  storms.  Muddy  soil 
conditions  in  Missouri  slowed  planting  progress,  leaving  corn  planted  5  weeks 
behind  the  average.  Emerged  crops  were  yellowed  and  suffered  from  excessive 
moisture  in  the  eastern  Corn  Belt.  Across  the  Nation,  wet  conditions  have  made 
weed  and  insect  control  a  top  priority  after  the  crops  were  planted.  Cool,  dry 
weather  in  the  Southwest  slowed  cotton  development,  and  producers  in  the  Texas 
Coastal  Bend  and  lower  Valley  were  spraying  to  control  beet  armyworms.  By 
mid- June,  warm,  sunny  weather  enabled  row  crop  producers  to  make  significant 
planting  progress  across  the  Midwest.  The  number  of  days  suitable  for  fieldwork 
ranged  from  3.7  days  in  North  Carolina  to  7  days  in  North  Dakota,  with  most  States 
reporting  5  to  6  days.  Much-needed  rain  was  received  in  the  mid-Atlantic  States, 
but  soil  moisture  remained  short  in  the  Southeast.  The  prolonged  cool,  wet  spring 
slowed  wheat  development  and  raised  producers'  concerns  for  weed  and  insect 
control  in  addition  to  disease  problems  across  the  Nation.  Soil  moisture  ranged 
from  84  percent  short  to  very  short  in  New  Mexico  to  48  percent  surplus  in  South 
Dakota.  Oklahoma's  cotton  planting  was  limited  by  wet  fields,  while  cotton 
development  in  California  was  slowed  by  cool  weather  and  was  3  weeks  behind 
normal . 

Later  in  June,  hot,  dry  weather  announced  the  arrival  of  summer  across  the  Central 
States,  stressing  row  crops  and  ripening  winter  wheat.  Crop  emergence  was  impeded 
in  the  Northern  States  by  the  extreme  hot,  dry  winds  that  crusted  the  topsoil. 
Heavy  downpours  in  the  mid-Atlantic  States  brought  the  fourth  consecutive  week  of 
above-normal  rainfall,  creating  ideal  conditions  for  fungus  and  mold.  Lodging  in 
small  grain  fields  and  drowning  of  tobacco,  cotton,  and  soybean  fields  was 
reported  in  North  Carolina.  Many  fields  were  flooded  in  Arkansas,  with  some 
soybean  acreage  requiring  replanting.  Towards  the  end  of  June,  very  dry  soil 
conditions  in  the  Great  Lakes  slowed  corn  development,  and  heat  stress  curled  corn 
leaves . 

The  end  of  June  brought  hot,  humid  weather  and  persistent  showers  over  most  of  the 
eastern  United  States,  limiting  fieldwork  to  2  to  3  days.  North  Carolina 
experienced  the  fifth  consecutive  week  of  above-normal  rainfall,  leaving  surplus 
soil  moisture  supplies  and  increased  problems  with  fungus  and  mold.  By  the  end 
of  June,  warm  weather  boosted  cotton  development  in  California,  but  cotton 
squaring,  at  30%  complete,  remained  2  to  3  weeks  behind  normal.  Cotton  squaring 
at  the  end  of  June  was  64%  complete,  4  points  ahead  of  the  average,  while  cotton 
setting  bolls  was  6  points  ahead  of  the  average.  Land  lost  to  prior  flooding  in 
the  middle  Mississippi  Valley  was  replanted.  Some  fields  were  unplanted  in  the 
northern  Great  Plains,  where  the  dry,  baked  topsoil  has.  hampered  emergence  in 
recently  planted  fields.  At  month's  end,  the  Kansas  winter  wheat  harvest  was  51 
points  behind  the  average  due  to  delays  from  rainy  weather.  Late  planted  corn 
fields  were  half  of  the  average  height  in  parts  of  the  Midwest.  Corn  condition 
improved  at  the  end  of  June,  due  to  rainy  weather  that  boosted  corn  development 
in  the  Midwest.  Some  early  matured  rice  fields  in  Texas  and  the  Delta  were 
prepared  for  harvest.  By  the  end  of  the  month,  soybean  planting  was  close  to 
completion.  Soybeans  blooming  were  ahead  of  schedule  in  the  Southwest  but  lagged 
in  the  Midwest. 
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Oats : 

Total  1995  oat  production  is  forecast  at  182  million  bushels,  down  21  percent  from 
last  year.  If  realized,  this  would  be  the  lowest  oat  production  since  records 
were  first  kept  in  1866.  The  forecasted  yield,  at  55.9  bushels  per  acre,  is  down 
1.3  bushels  from  last  season’s  57.2  bushels.  Area  harvested  and  to  be  harvested, 
at  3.25  million  acres,  is  down  19  percent  from  the  4.02  million  harvested  in  1994, 
and  also  the  least  since  1866.  The  Iowa  crop  has  been  reduced  by  excess  moisture 
in  most  areas  of  the  State.  High  temperatures  during  the  heading  stage  also  hurt 
prospects.  The  Minnesota  crop  had  a  slow  start  and  was  hurt  by  high  temperatures 
during  late  June.  South  Dakota's  acreage  was  reduced  sharply  by  the  wet  spring 
and  is  very  late. 


Bari ev: 

Barley  production  is  forecast  at  379  million  bushels,  as  o  July  1,  1995.  This 
production,  if  realized,  would  be  1  percent  above  the  1994  production  of  375 
million  bushels.  Yields  are  expected  to  average  59.0  bushels  per  acre,  up  2.8 
bushels  from  last  year.  Area  harvested  and  to  be  harvested,  at  6.42  million 
acres,  is  4  percent  below  the  6.67  million  acres  harvested  last  year.  The  yield 
decline  from  last  year  in  North  Dakota  was  more  than  offset  by  the  increase  in 
Montana.  Cool,  wet  weather  in  Montana  provided  good  opportunities  for  high 
yields.  Well  above  normal  precipitation  in  Idaho  has  enhanced  yield  potential. 


Durum  Wheat: 

The  first  full  durum  production  forecast  for  1995  is  112  million  bushels,  up  15 
percent  from  1994.  This  will  be  the  largest  durum  production  since  1990.  Yields 
are  forecast  at  35.0  bushels  per  acre,  off  a  half  bushel  from  last  year. 
Harvested  area,  at  3.21  million  acres,  is  up  17  percent  from  1994.  Durum  harvest 
in  California's  Imperial  Valley  finished  in  late  June;  the  San  Joaqin  area  harvest 
is  nearly  complete.  Greater  than  expected  frost  damage  took  another  2  bushels  off 
of  Arizona's  June  1  yield.  Hot,  dry  June  conditions  pushed  North  Dakota's  late 
planted  durum;  however,  development  is  still  about  2  weeks  behind  average.  As  of 
July  2,  only  3  percent  of  the  crop  was  headed  compared  to  21  percent  last  year. 
Condition  ratings  are  4  percent  poor,  28  fair,  and  68  good  to  excellent.

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Highlights.: 

Wheat  bids  continue  to  fall  but  corn  and  soybeans  are  taking  a  firm  stand,  despite 
USDA  report  estimating  increased  production  figures.  Wheat  5  to  15  cents  lower 
except  Portland  5  to  7  cents  higher.  Corn  1  to  7  cents  higher.  Sorghum  steady  to 
5  cents  higher.  Soybeans  mixed,  2  cents  higher  to  4  cents  lower.  Maybe  wheat  did 
price  itself  out  of  the  market.  Export  orders  of  wheat  dried  up  this  week  and 
inspections  for  export  figures  last  week,  dropped  off  substantially.  Wheat  bids 
have  declined  nearly  fifty  cents  since  the  middle  of  July.  USDA's  prediction  of 
8.12  billion  bushels  of  corn  for  this  years  crop  was  taken  in  stride.  This  was 
higher  than  most  trade  industry  guesses  but  twenty  percent  below  last  years  record. 
This  resulted  in  very  large  carryover  stocks  to  start  out  the  marketing  year. 
However,  prices  were  cheap  and  exports  booming.  Bids  started  working  higher  for 
this  years  late  planted  crop  but  export  business  continues  to  add  up  for  very  good 
year  to  date  figures.  Cannot  put  a  price  tag  on  August  rains,  but  the  heat  wave 
continues  to  drag  on  into  late  August.  Soybean  market  in  a  flight  pattern  very 
similiar  to  the  corn  trade.  However,  this  years  bean  crop  has  not  made  nearly  the 
recovery  as  the  corn  crop  and  is  much  more  suseptible  to  early  frost.  Continued 
hot  weather  more  detrimental  to  beans  than  corn.  Also,  percentage  wise, 
current  beans  are  more  in  line  with  a  year  ago  than  corn.

Rough  rice  stocks  in  all  positions  on  August  1,  1995,  totaled  22.8  million 
hundredweight  (cwt) ,  9  percent  above  August  1,  1994.  Stocks  held  on  farms 
accounted  for  4  percent  of  the  total,  with  mills  and  warehouses  holding  96  percent 
of  the  stocks.  Stocks  of  long  grain  varieties  totaled  10.2  million  cwt,  medium 
grain  11.9  million  cwt,  and  short  grain  704,000  cwt.  August  1  rice  stocks 
represent  carryover  stocks  from  one  marketing  year  to  the  next  in  all  States 
except  California,  where  the  marketing  year  begins  October  1. 


Milled  rice  stocks  in  all  positions  on  August  1,  1995  totaled  6.31  million  cwt, 
75  percent  above  the  total  of  a  year  ago.  Milled  rice  stocks  were  comprised  of 
5.50  million  cwt  of  whole  kernels  and  804,000  cwt  of  second  heads,  screenings,  and 
brewers  rice.

HIGHLIGHTS : 

Grain  and  soybean  bids  soared  for  the  week  as  temperatures  dropped  across  the  US 
with  record  lows  reported  in  some  areas  and  crops  were  left  vulnerable  to  natures 
discretion.  Export  demand  was  also  a  major  supporter  of  bids  as  substantial 
amounts  of  wheat,  corn  and  beans  were  bought.  Wheat  5-15  cents  higher.  Corn  3  to 
10  cents  higher.  Sorghum  4-6  cents  higher  in  Kansas  City;  Texas  25-28  cents 
higher.  Soybeans  31-34  cents  higher.  Wheat  bids  climbed  sharply  higher,  supported 
by  excellent  foreign  demand  and  the  Russians  are  showing  interest  again.  The 

International  Wheat  Council  lower  the  world  crop  estimates  and  supplies  were 
already  tight.  Snow  and  freeze  detrimental  to  some  spring  wheat  north  and 
northwest  but  most  of  this  years  crop  is  already  in  bins.  Hard  red  winter  wheat 
seeding  expected  to  get  into  full  swing  next  week  as  moisture  showed  up  over  a 
large  part  of  the  area  and  warmer  temperatures 
are  in  forecasts.

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Corn  production  is  forecast  at  7.83  billion  bushels,  down  22  percent  from  the 
record  high  1994  production.  Based  on  conditions  as  of  September  1,  yields  are 
expected  to  average  121.1  bushels  per  acre,  down  4.5  bushels  from  last  month  and 
17.5  bushels  below  a  year  earlier.  Acreage  for  harvest  as  grain  is  estimated  at 
64.7  million  acres,  the  same  as  last  month.  Hot,  dry  conditions  reduced  yield 
prospects  in  Iowa,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Nebraska,  and  Ohio.  High  ear  counts  were 
more  than  offset  by  shorter  than  average  ear  length.  Soybean  production  is 
forecast  at  a  2.28  billion  bushels  as  of  September  1,  up  2  percent  from  the  August 
•1  forecast  but  11  percent  below  the  record  high  of  1994.  Yield  is  forecast  at 
37.0  bushels  per  acre,  0.6  bushels  above  August  1  but  4.9  bushels  below  the  record 
high  of  1994.  The  number  of  pods  counted  in  the  September  survey  was  considerably 
larger  than  the  August  projections  and  indicates  the  second  highest  on  record. 
Acreage  for  harvest  is  estimated  at  61.7  million  acres,  unchanged  from  last  month. 
Soybeans  are  rated  in  fair  to  good  condition.  All  cotton  production  remains  a 
record  high,  at  20.3  million  bales,  despite  a  7  percent  drop  from  last  month. 
Production  in  1995  is  3  percent  above  1994.  Above  normal  temperatures,  sparse 
rainfall,  and  insects  during  August  resulted  in  loss  of  fruit  and  declining 
yields.  Yields  are  down  93  pounds  from  last  year's  record  high  yield  and  down  48 
pounds  from  a  month  earlier. 

All  Wheat : 

Production  is  forecast  at  2.19  billion  bushels,  down  2  percent  from  August  1  and 
6  percent  less  than  in  1994.  Area  for  grain  is  60.9  million  acres,  down  1  percent 
from  last  year.  Yields  are  now  expected  to  average  35.9  bushels  per  acre,  down 
0.7  bushels  from  a  month  ago. 

Other  Spring  Wheat: 

Production  is  forecast  at  530  million  bushels,  down  6  percent  from  both  last  month 
and  last  year.  Yield  declines  in  North  Dakota  were  only  partially  offset  by  an 
improved  South  Dakota  yield.  Lower  than  expected  head  weights  lead  to  the  North 
Dakota's  drop.  The  U.S.  yield  is  now  32.4  bushels  per  acre,  down  2.0  bushels  from 
last  month's  forecast.

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Drought  severity  index  (Palmer) :  Depicts  prolonged  (months,  years)  abnormal 
dryness  or  wetness;  responds  slowly;  changes  little  from  week  to  week;  and 
reflects  long  term  moisture  runoff,  recharge,  and  deep  percolation,  as  well  as 
evaportranspiration.  Uses ...  applicable  in  measuring  disruptive  effects  of 
prolonged  dryness  or  wetness  on  water  sensitive  economies;  designating  disaster 
areas  of  drought  or  wetness  and  reflecting  the  general  long-term  status  of  water 
supplies  in  aquifers,  reservoirs,  and  streams.  Limitations ... is  not  generally 
indicative  of  short-term  (few  weeks)  status  -of  drought  or  wetness  such  as 
frequently  affects  crops  and  field  operations'  (this  is  indicated  by  the  crop 
moisture  index) .  Moisture  from  the  tropics  brought  adequate-to-surplus  moisture 
to  scattered  locations  in  a  month  otherwise  dominated  by  persistently  hot.  dry 
weather,  owing  to  an  expansive  ridge  of  high  pressure  aloft.  A  northward 
transport  of  moisture  around  the  west  side  of  the  ridge  delivered  above-normal 
rainfall  to  the  Southwest,  while  numerous  cold  fronts  traversed  the  ridge's 
northern  fringe  of  influence,  sparking  occasional  heavy  rain  across  the  Nation’s 
northern  tier.  As  the  ridge  strengthened  during  the  month,  heat  became  more 
intense  and  rainfall  diminished  across  much  of  the  Nation,  stressing  reproductive 
crops,  especially  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  region,  the  Arklatex  region,  the  High 
Plains,  and  the  Corn  Belt.  Monthly  temperature  departures  in  the  Corn  Belt  ranged 
from  +5  to  +8  degrees  F.  Below  normal  temperatures  were  confined  to  the  Northwest. 
Tropical  systems  headlined  the  first  few  days  of  the  month,  as  heavy  rain  fell 
during  ana  after  the  landfalls  of  Tropical  Storm  Dean--which  moved  inland  near 
Galveston,  TX  on  July  30--and  Hurricane  Erin--which  twice  struck  Florida,  first 
at  Vero  Beach  on  August  2,  and  then  at  Pensacola  a  day  later.  Although  Dean's 
circulation  stalled  over  northern  Texas,  some  of  its  remnant  moisture  was 
entrained  into  a  slow-moving  cold  front,  contributing  to  heavy  rainfall  from  Texas 
to  New  England.  Across  the  Corn  Belt,  rainfall  gradually  diminished  thereafter, 
with  nearly  dry  and  very  hot  weather  observed  after  mid-month.  Similarly,  the 
remnant  circulation  of  Hurricane  Erin  provided  the  month's  most  substantial 
moisture  from  the  central  Gulf  Coast  States  to  the  Ohio  Valley.  Finally,  Tropical 
Storm  Jerry  pushed  inland  on  August  23  near  West  Palm  Beach,  FL,  and  proceeded  to 
blaze  a  rainy  path  as  far  north  as  the  Carolinas.  August  1995  was  the  wettest 
month  on  record  in  Greenville-Spartanburg,  SC,  with  7.37  inches  collected.  More 
than  80  percent  of  that  total — 14.47  inches--was  attributed  to  the  effects  of 
Jerry.  Farther  south,  Melbourne,  FL,  notched  their  wettest  August  (19.05  inches, 
nearly  half  of  which  fell  during  Erin's  passage  on  August  2),  and  second-wettest 
month  all-time.  In  the  Ohio  Valley,  Mansfield,  OH,  received  an  August-record  total 
of  8.65  inches,  all  of  which  fell  by  the  18th.  In  contrast,  August-record  dryness 
affected  locations  such  as  New  York's  Central  Park  (0.18  inches),  Harrisburg,  PA 
(0.53  inches),  and  Scottsbluff,  NE  (0.08  inches).  The  month  ended  with  more  than 
3  consecutive  weeks  of  dry  weather  in  Washington,  DC  and  Little  Rock,  AR. 

Average- temperature  records  from  memorably  hot  Augusts  were  toppled  in  many 
locations  from  the  central  Plains  to  the  East.  Records  from  1947  were  broken  in 
Toledo,  OH  (78.5  degrees  F)  and  Detroit,  MI  (77.1  degrees  F) .  Standards  from  hot 
Augusts  of  the  1980 ' S--1980,  1983,  and  1988,  respectively — were  toppled  in 
Williamsport,  PA,  Nashville,  TN,  and  Greenville-Spartanburg,  SC.  August  records 
for  days  with  highs  of  90  degrees  F  or  above  were  established  in  Bristol,  TN  (21 
days),  Roanoke,  VA  (20  days),  Williamsport,  PA  (18  days),  Philadelphia,  PA  (17 
days) ,  Pittsburgh,  PA  (15  days) ,  and  Scranton,  PA  (12  days) .  In  Birmingham,  AL, 
where  the  mercury  reached  triple  digits  an  August-record-tying  eight  times,  the 
average  maximum  was  96.4  degrees  F,  and  the  average  temperature  was  84.8  degrees 
F,  breaking  the  all-time  record  set  in  July  1980.  The  month  ended  with  30 
consecutive  90-degree  days  in  Baton  Rouge  ana  Shreveport,  LA,  and  Shreveport's 
high  of  104  degrees  F  on  August  20  was  their  highest  reading  since  July  17,  1980. 
Farther  north,  Hot  Springs,  AR  notched  108  degrees  F  on  August  19.  Nearly  as 
impressive  as  the  high  temperatures  was  the  lack  of  cooling  at  night.  In  South 
Bend,  IN,  where  the  average  August  minimum  is  about  61  degrees  F,  lows  were  at  or 
above  70  degrees  F  on  14  days,  and  at  or  above  65  degrees  F  on  25  days. 

August  started  with  crop  progress  behind  normal  due  to  the  late  spring-planting. 
Crop  condition  declined  as  the  month  advanced  due  to  spotty  rainfall  and  high 
temperatures.  By  the  end  of  the  month,  row  crop  development  was  close  to  normal 
due  to  very  warm  weather  across  Central  and  Eastern  States  that  accelerated 
development.  Early  August  rains  across  the  Eastern-half  of  the  Nation  restored 
soil  moisture  supplies  and  slightly  improved  crop  conditions.  The  month  began 
with  rain  and  warm  weather  in  the  Central  and  Eastern  States  that  advanced  row 
crop  development.  In  the  Pacific  Northwest,  favorable  weather  at  the  beginning  of 
the  month  allowed  harvest  activity  to  make  good  progress.  The  effects  or  the  neat 
wave  across  the  Midwest  and  Southeastern  States  was  reduced  by  frequent  showers 
that  helped  maintain  crop  conditions.  The  rains  restored  soil  moisture  supplies 
but  more  rain  was  needed.  In  the  upper  Great  Plains,  producers  sprayed  to  control 
grasshoppers,  while  insect  pressure  increased  in  cotton  fields  in  the  Southeast 
and  Delta  despite  control  measures.  By  mid-August,  hot,  humid  weather  across  the 
Corn  Belt  allowed  rapid  crop  development  but  corn  and  soybeans  remained  one  to  two 
weeks  behind  normal.  The  continued  heat  across  the  Southeast  accelerated  crop 
development  but  eroded  crop  conditions  and  left  soil  moisture  at  the  lowest  levels 
for  the  year- -especially  in  Georgia. Cool  weather  and  rain  in  the  Pacific  Northwest 
slowed  small  grain  harvest  activity.  Later  in  the  month,  hot  weather  across  the 
central  Corn  Belt  to  the  mid-Atlantic  dried  fields  and  left  soil  moisture  supplies 
at  the  critical  stage.  As  the  month  proceeded,  crops  in  the  Midwest  matured 
rapidly  due  to  the  hot,  dry  weather  and  pushed  crop  progress  closer  to  normal. 
Toward  the  end  of  August,  rain  from  Tropical  Storm  Jerry  replenished  soil  moisture 
supplies  for  parts  of  the  Southeast,  boosting  crop  conditions,  but  the  rains  came 
too  late  for  crops  in  advanced  stages  of  development. 

Above-normal  temperatures  at  the  end  of  August  and  sparse  rainfall  from  the 
southern  Great  Plains  to  the  Mid-Atlantic  driea  soils  and  lowered  crop  conditions. 
In  the  central  Corn  Belt,  crops  endured  the  hottest  August  in  years  which  reduced 
soil  moisture  supplies  and  stalled  crop  growth.  By  the  end  of  August,  crop 
development  increased  rapidly  due  to  the  high  temperatures,  but  fall  crops 
remained  behind  schedule  in  the  central  Great  Plains  and  Middle  Mississippi 
Valley.  In  the  High  Plains,  favorable  weather  caused  late-season  crops  to  mature 
quickly  with  harvest  activity  starting  only  slightly  behind  normal.  Row  crops 
progressed  rapidly  by  month's  end,  raising  producers  hopes  of  crops  reaching 
maturity  before  a  fall-freeze.  Dry  summer  weather  for  most  of  August  in  the 
mid-Atlantic  States  depleted  soil  moisture  supplies.  Cool,  dry  weather  finished 
the  month  in  the  Pacific  Northwest,  allowing  the  small  grain  harvest  to  make  good 
progress .

Acreage  harvested  and  to  be  harvested  for  grain  is  forecast  at  64.7  million  acres, 
unchanged  from  last  month,  but  11  percent  below  the  1994  harvested  acreage.  The 
September  Corn  objective  yield  survey  data  indicate  a  record  high  stalks  per  acre 
count  for  the  ten  objective  yield  States  (Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Michigan, 
Minnesota,  Missouri,  Nebraska,  Ohio,  South  Dakota,  and  Wisconsin) .  The  September 
forecasted  ears  per  acre  are  the  highest  on  record  and,  if  realized,  would  exceed 
the  previous  record  final  ears  per  acre  set  in  1992.  Ear  measurements  from  the 
sample  plots  indicate  a  4  percent  below  average  ear  length. 

Forecasted  yields  in  the  non-objective  yield  States  declined  1.8  bushels  per  acre 
from  last  month.  Improved  prospects  m  Georgia,  Kentucky,  and  South  Carolina 
were  more  than  offset  by  declines  in  Maryland,  New  York,  North  Dakota, 
Pennsylvania,  Texas,  and  Virginia.  Dry  conditions  from  Virginia  north  to  New 
England  reduced  expected  yields. 

Objective  yield  data  for  Iowa  indicate  record  high  stalk  and  ear  counts,  but  ear 
length  is  well  below  average.  Weather  data  indicate  this  August  to  be  the  fifth 
hottest  on  record  and  the  hottest  of  any  month  since  1983.  The  hot  dry  weather 
is  moving  the  crop  to  maturity  faster  than  normal  at  the  expense  of  yields. 

Illinois  growers  are  also  experiencing  record  high  stalk  and  ear  counts  this  year, 
but  ears  are  below  average  in  length.  The  Corn  crop  is  rapidly  maturing  due  to 
the  hot,  dry  weather  which  is  also  reducing  crop  condition.  Minnesota  data 
indicate  stalks  counts  at  the  second  highest  level.  The  number  of  ears,  if 
realized,  would  be  the  third  highest  final  ear  count.  Excellent  growing 
conditions  during  August  benefited  the  crop  and  77  percent  was  reported  as  good 
to  excellent  at  tne  end  of  August.

Production  is  forecast  at  538  million  bushels,  slightly  lower  than  the  August 
forecast  and  18  percent  less  than  1994.  No  grain  acreage  changes  were  made.  The 
forecasted  U.S.  yield  dipped  to  65.0  bushels  per  acre,  off  0.1  from  August  and 
down  8.0  bushels  from  last  year's  record  high.  Nebraska's  3.0  bushel  per  acre 
increase  held  U.S.  production  near  the  previous  forecast  as  six  States  lowered 
yield  expectations  from  last  month.  Most  forecasting  States  indicated  that  August 
was  hot  and  dry  in  their  producing  areas.  As  of  September  3,  heading  had  reached 
94  percent  completion,  just  a  point  behind  average.  However,  coloring  stood  at 
45  percent  compared  to  the  average  57  percent.  Harvested  yields  in  the  Texas 
Blacklands  were  considered  average;  Statewide,  harvest  is  66  percent  complete. 
Louisiana's  sorghum  is  16  percent  harvested. 


Barley: 

Production  is  forecast  at  374  million  bushels,  down  3  percent  from  last  month,  but 
virtually  unchanged  from  the  1994  crop.  The  expected  yield  per  acre  is  forecasted 
at  58.3  bushels  compared  with  last  month's  59.9  bushels  and  last  year's  56.2 
bushels.  Area  harvested  and  to  be  harvested  is  estimated  at  6.42  milli 
down  4  percent  from  last  year.  Favorable  conditions  the  last  week  < 
allowed  growers  to  make  good  harvesting  progress  and  73  percent  was 
compared  to  a  84  percent  average.  Montana's  excellent  growing  season  has  been 
tempered  by  wide  spread  hail  and  some  periods  of  excessive  heat  during  August. 
Forty-four  percent  of  the  crop  has  been  harvested  compared  with  a  62  percent 
average  by  the  first  of  September.  The  Idaho  barley  crop  was  57  percent  harvested 
by  September  3,  compared  with  a  72  percent  average.

Area  for  grain  harvest  is  16.3  million  acres,  unchanged  from  last  month  and  down 
8  percent  from  1994.  The  September  Objective  Yield  data  indicates  an  above 
average  number  of  heads  per  square  foot  in  the  4 -State  region  (Minnesota,  Montana, 
and  the  Dakotas).  However,  forecast  head  weights  are  the  lowest  since  1989.  As 
of  September  3,  73  percent  of  Minnesota's  crop  was  harvested  compared  to  the 

5-year  average  of  67  percent.  Forecast  head  numbers  are  a  little  above  average, 
but  weights  ape  well  below  average.  Montana's  harvest  progress  of  42  percent  is 
well  behind  the  average  59  percent.  Head  counts  are  the  highest  in  4  years  while 
projected  head  weights  are  more  normal.  Late  August  open  weather  has  allowed 

growers  to  push  harvest  near  completion  in  South  Dakota  and  to  55  percent  in  North 
akota — less  than  a  week  behind  the  average  66  percent.  Heads  per  square  foot  are 
near  average  in  both  States.  Average  weight  was  near  normal  in  South  Dakota,  but 
the  lowest  in  6  years  for  North  Dakota.  Washington's  harvest  is  85  percent 
complete.  Idaho-s  is  55  percent  complete  and  has  moved  into  eastern  and  northern 
parts  of  the  State.  Remaining  wheat  in  both  States  is  rated  in  good  to  excellent 
condition . 


Durum  Wheat: 

Production  is  forecast  at  105  million  bushels,  down  7  percent  from  August  1  but 
up  8  percent  from  1994.  Yield  reductions  in  North  Dakota  and  Montana  are  the 
reason  for  the  production  decline  from  last  month.  Area  for  harvest  as  grain 
remains  at  3.26  million  acres,  up  19  percent  from  994.  The  September  yield 
forecast  is  32.3  bushels  per  acre,  down  2.7  bushels  from  last  month.  North 
Dakota's  Durum  crop  condition  deteriorated  during  August.  The  late  crop  has  been 
affected  by  hot  weather  pushing  the  forecasted  head  weights  to  the  lowest  level 
since  1989.  Insect  infestations  have  also  had  an  impact.  Harvest  progress  is 
running  a  week  or  more  behind  average  and  was  33  percent  complete  as  of  September 
3.  Hot  weather  impacted  head-fill  in  parts  of  Montana. 


Growers 9 pi an  to  harvest  61.7  million  acres,  unchanged  from  the  August  estimate. 
The  September  Objective  Yield  Survey  reported  the  second  highest  pod  count  for  the 
objective  yield  States.  The  percent  of  soybeans  setting  pods  was  slightly  behind 

1994  but  slightly  ahead  of  the  average  by  the  end  of  August.  The  percent  of 
soybeans  dropping  leaves  was  behind  1994  and  the  average  by  the  beginning  of 
September.  Average  maturity  was  behind  1994  and  equal  to  1993.  Soybeans  were 
rated  in  fair  to  good  condition.  In  comparison  with  the  1991-95  time  period,  the 

1995  number  of  pods  per  18  square  feet  for  September  is  the  second  highest  for 
Illinois,  Iowa,  Minnesota  and  Ohio.  These  four  States  had  set  all  pods  by  the  end 
of  August.  By  the  beginning  of  September,  no  soybeans  were  dropping  leaves  in 
Iowa.  In  Illinois,  Minnesota,  and  Ohio  the  percent  of  soybeans  dropping  leaves 
was  behind  average.

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GRAIN  STOCKS 

Corn  Stocks  Up  83  Percent 

Old  crop  corn  stored  in  all  positions  on  September  1,  1995,  is  estimated  at  1.56 
billion  bushels,  up  83  percent  from  September  1,  1994.  Of  the  total  stocks,  741 
million  bushels  are  stored  on  farms,  87  percent  above  last  year.  Off-farm  stocks, 
at  817  million  bushels,  are  up  80  percent  from  a  year  earlier.  The  indicated 
disappearance  from  all  positions  for  the  Ju.ne-August  quarter  is  1.86  billion 
bushels,  23  percent  above  the  disappearance  for  the  same  quarter  a  year  earlier. 
Old  crop  sorghum  in  all  positions  September  1,  1995,  totaled  71.2  million  bushels, 
50  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier.  Off-farm  stocks  are  53.4  million  bushels, 
up  70  percent  from  last  year.  On-farm  stocks,  at  17.8  million,  are  up  10  percent. 
The  June-August  1995  disappearance  from  all  positions  is  87.6  million  bushels,  up 
9  percent  from  the  same  period  in  1994.  Old  crop  soybeans  stored  in  all  positions 
on  September  1,  1995,  totaled  335  million  bushels,  60  percent  above  holdings  a 
year  ago.  On-farm  stocks,  at  105  million  bushels,  are  up  78  percent  from 
September  1,  1994.  Off-farm  stocks,  at  230  million,  are  up  53  percent  from  last 
year.  Indicated  disappearance  for  September  1994-August  1995  marketing  year 
totaled  2.39  billion  bushels,  22  percent  above  disappearance  during  the  comparable 
period  a  year  earlier. 

The  1994  soybean  production  was  revised  to  2.52  billion  bushels,  down  41.6  million 
bushels  from  the  previous  1994  estimate.  Planted  acreage  was  revised  to  61.7 
million  acres,  down  270,000  acres.  Harvested  acreage  was  decreased  to  60.9 
million  acres,  down  270,000  acres.  The  resulting  yield  is  41.4  bushels,  a 
decrease  of  0.5  bushel  from  the  previous  estimate.  A  State  table  can  be  found  on 
page  17.  Revisions  were  made  based  upon  an  analysis  of  end-of -marketing  year  stock 
estimates,  disappearance  data  for  exports  and  crushings,  and  availability  of 
additional  data  m  some  States.  Continuing  with  the  precedence  set  last  year  the 
revisions  are  released  with  this  publication . 

Barley  stocks  in  all  positions  on  September  1,  1995,  are  estimated  at  312  million 
bushels,  11  percent  below  the  stocks  of  September  1,  1994.  Of  the  total  barley 
stocks  on  hand,  199  million  bushels  are  stored  on  farms,  10  percent  below  a  year 
earlier.  Off-rarm  stocks,  at  113  million  bushels,  are  14  percent  below  last  year. 

All  wheat  in  storage  September  1,  1995  is  estimated  at  1.88  billion  bushels,  down 
9  percent  from  last  September  1.  Farm  stocks  are  744  million  bushels;  off-farm 
stocks,  1.14  billion.  The  farm  level  is  down  14  percent  from  last  year,  and  the 
off-farm,  down  6  percent.  The  first  quarter  disappearance  of  the  1995-96 
marketing  year  totals  809  million  bushels,  down  1  percent  from  the  first  quarter 
the  previous  year.  Durum  wheat  stocks  on  September  1,  1995  are  estimated  at  97.2 
million  bushels,  up  5  percent  from  last  September.  Farm  stocks  totaled  72.6 
million  bushels,  3  percent  less  than  September  1994.  The  first  quarter 
disappearance  from  all  positions  is  31.1  million  bushels,  down  4  percent  from 
1994  . 

Oats  stored  in  all  positions  on  September  1,  1995,  is  estimated  at  180  million 
bushels,  down  18  percent  from  a  year  earlier.  Of  the  total  stocks  on  hand.  107 
million  bushels  are  stored  on  farms,  26  percent  below  last  year.  Off-farm  stocks 
totaled  72.9  million  bushels,  4  percent  below  last  year.

All  wheat  production  for  1995  totaled  2.18  billion  bushels,  slightly  below  the 
September  1  forecast  but  down  6  percent  from  1994.  Area  for  grain  was  estimated 
at  60.9  million  acres,  fractionally  less  than  the  September  1  forecast  and  off  1 

gercent  from  last  year.  The  U.S.  all  wheat  yield  of  35.9  bushels  per  acre,  is  1.7 
ushels  per  acre  rower  than  last  year  and  the  lowest  average  since  1991.  Oat 
production  in  1995  was  estimated  at  163  million  bushels,  29  percent  below  last 
year's  crop  the  lowest  oat  production  since  estimates  were  first  made  in  1866. 
Yields  per  harvested  acre  for  grain  averaged  55.2  bushels,  down  1.9  bushels  from 
1994.  This  is  the  smallest  acreage  harvested  on  record.  Barley  production  in 
1995  was  estimated  at  361  million  cushels ,  4  percent  below  last  year's  estimate 
and  the  lowest  since  the  drought  reduced  crop  of  1988.  Average  yield  per  acre, 
at  57.6  bushels,  was  up  1.4  bushels  from  1994\  The  area  harvested  for  grain  was 
estimated  at  6.28  million  bushels,  6  percent  less  than  last  year.  This  is  the 
smallest  acreage  harvested  on  record  since  1903.

Oats: 

Production  of  oats  in  1995  was  estimated  at  163  million  bushels,  29  percent  below 
last  year's  crop  of  229  million  bushels  and  the  lowest  oat  production  on  record 
since  estimates  were  first  made  in  1866.  Yields  per  harvested  acre  for  grain 
averaged  55.2  bushels,  down  1.9  bushels  from  1994.  Area  harvested  for  grain,  at 
2.96  million  acres,  was  down  26  percent  from  last  year  which  is  the  lowest 
harvested  acreage  since  estimates  were  first  made.  Seeded  area  totaled  6.34 
million  acres,  down  5  percent  from  the  1994  acreage.  Oat  production  was  12  percent 
below  the  August  forecast.  Both  acreage  for  harvest  and  yield  per  acre  were  down 
from  August.  Spring  rains  delayed  seedings  in  North  and  Sputh  Dakota.  Hot,  humid 
weather  during  the  summer  caused  more  than  normal  disease  problems  in  North  Dakota 
and  Minnesota.  Iowa  growers  harvested  more  acreage  for  hay,  reducing  grain  acres 
but  increasing  yield.  Rain  during  the  harvest  season  increased  abandonment  in 
Wisconsin. 


Sgrley : 
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Production  in  1995  was  estimated  at  361  million  bushels,  4  percent  below  last 
year's  estimate  and  the  lowest  since  the  drought  reduced  crop  of  1988.  Average 
yield  per  acre,  at  57.6  bushels,  was  up  1.4  bushels  from  the  1994  crop  average. 
The  area  harvested  for  grain  was  estimated  at  6.28  million  bushels,  6  percent  less 
than  last  year.  This  is  the  smallest  acreage  harvested  on  record  since  1903. 
Production  was  3  percent  below  the  September  1  forecast.  Area  harvested  declined 
2  percent  and  yield  per  acre  was  down  0.7  bushel  from  the  last  forecast.  Growers 
in  North  Dakota  and  Montana,  the  two  major  States,  faced  a  cool,  wet  spring  which 
delayed  seedings  up  to  three  weeks.  Excessive  heat  during  mid-June  reduced  yields 
in  both  States  and  hail  damage  occurred  in  Montana. 

Winter  Wheat: 

The  1995  winter  wheat  production  was  estimated  at  1.55  billion  bushels,  marginally 
less  than  the  August  forecast  and  7  percent  lower  than  1994.  Yields  averaged  37.8 
bushels  per  acre,  0.2  bushel  better  than  August,  but  2,4  bushels  per  acre  below 
the  1994  average.  Harvested  area  was  estimated  at  41.1  million  acres,  down  1 
percent  from  both  the  last  forecast  and  last  year.  Harvest  of  this  year's  crop  was 
virtually  complete  by  mid-September.  Most  of  remaining  acreage  was  in  Montana. 
Most  estimating  States  yield  averages  equaled,  or  exceeded  the  last  forecast. 
Several  mid-Atlantic  States  and  the  Delmarva  established  record  high  averages. 
Final  objective  yield  data  for  the  seven  predominant  Hard  Red  Winter  States 
(Colorado,  Kansas,  Montana,  Nebraska,  Oklahoma,  South  Dakota,  and  Texas) 
collectively  had  record  high  heads  per  square  foot,  but  record  low  head  weights. 
Head  numbers  in  the  Soft  Red  States,  of  Illinois,  Missouri,  and  Ohio  were  also  at 
high  record  levels,  white  head  weights  were  more  ordinary.  Data  for  Idaho, 
Oregon,  and  Washington  showed  normal  head  counts;  weight  per  head  was  the  second 
highest  on  record;  behind  1993' s  high. 

Other  Spring  ..Khe.aJL;. 

The  1995  production  was  estimated  at  531  million  bushels,  up  minutely  from  the 
September  forecast,  but  down  6  percent  from  1994.  Harvested  area  is  up  1  percent 
from  September  1;  increases  in  Minnesota  and  North  Dakota  aacount  for  virtually 
all  the  change.  The  U.S.  yield  was  set  at  32.2  bushels  per  acre,  down  0.2  bushel 
from  September  1,  but  up  0.4  bushel  from  a  year  ago.  Harvest  of  this  year's  crop 
trailed  last  year's  relatively  advanced  season  most  of  the  fall.  Early  harvest 
progress  also  lagged  the  5-year  average  because  of  weather  delays.  By  September 
24,  most  producing  States  had  approached,  or  moved  ahead  of  average.  The  majority 
of  unharvested  spring  wheat  is  in  North  Dakota,  Montana,  and  Idaho,  in  that  order. 
Pacific  Northwest  (Idaho,  Oregon,  and  Washington)  growers,  and  those  in  Utah, 
realized  better  yields  than  previous  forecasts.  Minnesota's  final  yield  also 
improved.  Objective  yield  data  in  the  4-State  region  (Minnesota,  Montana,  North 
and  South  Dakota)  have  head  populations  slightly  above  average,  but  head  weights 
are  the  lowest  since  the  1988  drought. 

Durum  Wheat: 

The  1995  Durum  production  was  estimated  at  102  million  bushels,  down  3  percent 
from  the  last  forecast  but  6  percent  higher  than  1994.  Acres  for  grain  totaled 
3.35  million  acres,  up  3  percent  from  September  1  and  up  24  percent  from  last 
year.  This  is  the  largest  grain  acreage  since  1990.  U.S.  yields  dropped  to  30.5 
bushels  per  acre,  the  lowest  average  since  1989.  The  yield  estimate  is  1.8 
bushels  per  acre  less  than  the  final  forecast  and  down  5.1  bushels  from  last  year. 
As  of  September  24  North  Dakota's  durum  harvest  had  reached  81  percant  completion 
trailing  last  year  by  10  points  and  the  average  by  2  points. 

Rye; 

Production  for  1995  was  placed  at  9.93  million  bushels,  down  12  percent  from  1994. 
U.S.  yields  averaged  26.3  bushels  per  acre,  1.6  bushels  lower  than  a  year  ago. 
Harvested  area  was  378,000  acres,  down  7  percent  from  last  year.
